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The Agricultural Service Board met 
in the Bow Valley office on Tuesday 
of this week with all members present 
Mr. J. Harwood, Chairman; J. A. Me- 
Arthur, H. Scheer, D. Keer, R. J. Mil- 
ligan, and W. E. Thompson, Secretary 
Delegates to the convention of Boards 
held last week in Edmonton stated 
they considered the meeting to have 
been very beneficial, and that it prom- 
ulgated several very worthwhile ideas 
among them suggestions regarding 
control of wild oats. Two of these 
were the late seeding idea, and a use 
of early cultivation. 

It was stated there that the province 
is willing to grass certain badly weed- 
ed areas, in conjunction with the Ser- 
vice Board’s recommendations. The 
local service board proposes to estab- 
lish a group of wild oat control pro- 
jects in this area, following advice 
from Edmonton. 

According to indications already re- 
ceived, the Board is going to receive 
a great deal of support among the 
farmers of the area. Several farmers 
have already offered assistance to the 
Board in their plans. 

In this connection, the members of 
the board feel that a special bouquet 
is due Mr. Walter Risdon for his ex- 
cellent co-operation in organizing his 
township for the spraying of cattle ag- 
ainst warbles. Mr. Risdon had the ar- 
ea so well organized that when the 
sprayer arrived it took only two hours 
to cover the whole body. In addition 
to this when going got tough owing to 
the extremely poor roads, he made 
certain that the sprayer came through 
by using his tractor. Such co-opera- 
tion, the board feel, is one of the indic- 
ations that makes their work worth- 
while. 

Tuesday’s meeting brought forth 
proposals to establish in this area 
four experimental projects in Hoary 
Cress contro! and one project in Meld 
Bindweed. 

It is hoped to get a spray for 2-4-D 
and sodium Chlorate in operation this 
season, in conjunction with the exper- 
{mental contro! projects.

Council Discusses Water

Meeting Friday last in the Council 
Chambers, the members of the coun- 
with Mr .Haddin of the 
firm of Haddin and Miles Ltd., some 
of the many angles of installing water 
and sewage in town. 

With regard to the matter of a be- 
low ground air pressure storage tank, 
Mr. Haddin pointed out that this sug- 
gestion had been made with the one 
{dea of cutting down the number of 
dollars necessary to spend, since it ap- 
peared that the project might 
more than the Town had power 
borrow. Such a tank would not prove 
really satisfactory, he stated, and 
would probably hay eto replaced later 
with an elevated tank. Such a tank 
complete with motors and _ valves, 
would cost in the neighborhood « 
$22,000, he stated, whereas an air-pres- 
sure tank would be approximately 
$16,000. 

The underground tank would nee’ 
booster engines immediately in the ev- 
ent of fire, and would have a working 
capacity of about only 3000 gallons of 
its 5000 capacity. A fire woula make 
the town dependent altogether on 
pumps, and such a system would n 
likely meet with approval of fire u~ 
derwriters, for lowering rates. 

An elevated tank, on the other han! 
would store 40,000 gallons, and in view 
of fire, said Mr. Haddin, the entire am- 
ount would be available. Underwrit 
ers estimate that about 30,000 gallons 
is required for fire in two medium siz- 
ed buildings, which would leave some 
10,000 gallons for domestic require- 
ments. The only additional pump re- 
quired in this case would be one on a 
trailor behind the fire engine which 
would boost the pressure. It was sug- 
gested that in the event the town 
does decide to install either of such 
systems, the present pumping unit in 
the lake in Lambert Park be allowe’ 
to continue there as a reserve. 

Under present regulations, it was 
pointed out, the Town may borrow on- 
ly about $72,000. The water system 
of the type suggested would in al! 
probability cost just over $100,000. 

One suggested site for a _ storage 
tank was the lot next the Town Hall. 
but this site was surprisingly low, and 
it was felt that a block away, on the 
large open space between the Palardy 
and MacKenzie homes would be much 
more suitable. This site was sugges'- 
ed as much preferable to the one in- 
cluded in the ¥Engineer’s Report, 
which would entafl some three thous- 
and feet more eight inch pipe. When 
this was pofnted out Mr. Haddin quite 
agreed, and on question estimated the

This amount, together with the di. 
ference in cost of auxiliary pumping 
units required, it was suggeste: 
would pay the difference in cost of the

On being asked concerning other 
towns where sewage had been insta 
led alone, Mr. Haddin could think c 
no centres other than Shaunavon, 
Sask. which had done this. Many 
towns, he indicated, had worked th 
other way about, and installed sewage 
years after the water system. Such 
towns included Edson, Hanna, Old 
and others. 

Before permission to go ahead wit 
installation could be secured, Mr. 
Haddin stated, approval of the Pr 
vincial Board of Health would have to 
be secured, then approval of the 
Board of Utilities. 

There is a great deal of organizing 
work to be done, Mr. Haddin pointec 
out, and it may not be possible to go 
ahead with the scheme this year. 
Most materials take about three 
months to obtain delivery, but pumps 
and pump engines generally take 
about seven. 

In discussing methods of meeting 
the expenditure, it was suggested tha 
a sewer charge was a reasonable mat 
ter, and in this connection, as well as 
in the frontage tax previously propos- 
ed, a query was made concerning corn- 
er houses. It was felt that it was not 
fair to tax the corner owner on bot! 
sides, since he could make no more 
use of it than if he lived in the mid 
dle of the block, and in any case, the 
pipe had to be run straight past one 
side. 

Mr. Haddin considered it was prob- 
able that Government buildings wou' 
be subjest to this tax, since it was bas- 
ed on a service, 

Council pointed out that based on 
the present plan neither the pipe nor 
sewage facitities, but only fire protec- 
tion, would be available on Bone 
Street or Waddy Street. First Stree 
is the extent of the pipeline, as pro- 
jected. 

In connection with a test well, ' 
Council felt it might be safe to gamble 
on the test well being the final we'l 
and drilling it full size. There is ev- 
ery reasonable assuranee, they | 
that a sufficient quantity can be ob- 
tained.

A motion followed regardin 
lots in the residential area, which will 
be sold at the full assessed evaluation 
subject to a refund of 75 per cen: 
when a suitable residence is complet- 
ed, provided that up to two lots may 
be sold to an adjoining reside 
property owner for garden purposes 
at 25 percent of the assessed value. 

The Council felt that an owner 
should not be permitted to acquire 
lots adjoining his property at an ex- 
cessively low price, merely to prevent 
anyone building on such property, but 
that consideration could be givento 
the owner desiring to build.

This term applies to newly purchas- 
shrubs perennial flowers, vines 
trees, raspberry canes and all other 
things hich one normally buys 
from a nurseryman.

The real test is 
whether or not the stock will grow 
i quickly and sturdily. If the roots are 
dry and the upper part of the plant 
shrivelled, hrownish and lacking buds. 
then one can be quite sure he paid too 
much for the stock no matter what the

take three or four years to get really 
growing. Wealthy stock, on the other 
hand, will come along quickly with 
hardlv a check, especially if handled 
carefully.

Alberta’s Bill of Rights 


In the Legislature 


The closing week of the Session ol 
the Alberta Legislature was highlight- 
ed by discussion on two main Bills, 
one an Act respecting the rights of 
Alberta citizens, and the other a 
Health Bill. 

The Act respecting the rights of Al-| 
berta citizens is preambled by a list of 
undeniable facts. It points out that 
this country has fought two world 
wars for the declared purpose of as- 
suring a better democratic society in 
which all people will receive a better 
share of the production and material 
resources of our country. One world 
war failed to win the peace, and the 
second one will do the same thing un- 
less we organize our internal economy 
in such a way that the freedom and 
security for which men and women 
fought, may be experienced in reality 
by all our citizens. 

To do something about winning the 
peace is an obligation which every cit- 
izen owes to those who made the sup- 
reme sacrifice. 

The preamble points out that this 
province possesses all the necessary 
human and material resources’ to 
guarantee our citizens material secur- 
ity and personal freedom. The B. N. A. 
Act charges the province with thr

responsibility of providing opportunit- 
ies to enable the people of the prov- 
ince to realize and enjoy their prop- 
erty and civil rights. In order for the 
province to discharge the responsibil- 


| ity, certain basic rights and responsib- 


ilities of citizenship must be recogniz- 
ed. Alberta citizens must have access 
to the province’s resources so that 
they can produce the necessary goods 
and services, and an equitable system | 
of distribution must be inaugurated in 
order that all may realize a fair shar 
from the efforts of the producers. 

A province, to provide the opportun- | 
ity for its citizens to develop and en- 
joy the resources of the province, 
must be in a position to control policy 
in respect to the issuing, use and with 
drawal of credit. 

This Alberta Bill of Rights is a sin- 
cere and sarnest to trans- 
late into legislation, and then into act- 
ual experience, those principles which 
the great majority of Alberta citizens 
support. The preamble stresses cer- 
tain definite, generally acceptable prin | 
ciples. 

The rest of the Bill is divided into 
two parts. The first part deals with 
the rights of citizenship. It outlines 
the principles which govern the rights |

pression of the people’s views with re- 
spect to the provisions of this cig 
The Bill is a flexible one and the gov- 
ernment is anxious that it be amended 
in any respect necessary to make it 
conform to the will of the people of 
the province. 

In discussing the principles of the 
Bill while it was before the House, 
Premier E. C. Manning asked the cit- 
izens of this province to answer for 
themselves three wery important ques- 
tions 7 

(1) Have we in Alberta the physical 
resources and man-power to provide 
the essential, necessary goods and ser 
vices to our people? 

(2) Have we reached the stage 
where these proposals as outlined in 
this Bill can properly be regarded as 
rights of citizenship? 

(3) If this is not the best answer to 
our problem of organizing a new or- 
der and a better society, then what is 
the answer? 

At no place in the Bill is there any 
question or suggestion of inflationary 
measures. There is a reference to 
supplementary buying power essential 
to moving goods when the total buy- 
ing power in circulation within the 
Province is below the total prices 0‘ 
goods. This supplementary buyinr 
nower is to be distributed to the con 
sumer; as this is the place in the cy- 
cle of business where it will 
most good. The legislation does not 
disrupt present business methods in 
any way. It does not affect our im- 
porting or exporting as done today. 
Banks will still do business as usual. 
The reference to the Courts of this 
Bill is a sincere endeavour to settle de 
finitely the question of constitutional 
jurisdiction. Unions of all kinds have

Professional groups have urged for 


these same things, and individuals in 
every walk of life have expressed the 
these things. Today, 
through this Bill, all the people have 
an opportunity of forgetting sectional- 
ism and of uniting in this one common 
demand. 

The Bill makes no reference ¢f mak- 
ing legal tender, creating currency, 
promissory notes or paper money. It 
merely asks for the transfer and ex- 
pansion of credit, a thing which the 
Banks practise today but not under 
any legal authorization from the Dom- 
inion Parliament. Honorable Lucien 
Maynard, Attorney General, argued on 
the floor of the House that the Prov- 
ince has the constitutional right to do 
those things outlined in the Bill.
